Oreea maaaro er opf ^ Aro a a ^trtaily 
benetelal to clay aqlB. fat that 
reaaon green manunng la badly ~ 
needed In Crittenden county. It B 
tends to make aoll mere poroua and S 
leas likely to puddle or bake and S 
much leas aubjeet to Vaibing. 

The moot impiHtant object s 
achieved la tbe addMoa of bumua S 
cbieved la tbe aMUm ot haaua s 
to the aoll. Olhotf thlaga haing = 
equal the beat green manure eropa S 
are thooe which (uralah the largeat S 
amount ot material which will read- s 
ily decay in the aoll, and thua form — 
humus. There are however aome S 
plants which fumtab a great deal S 
more bumua tliaa ^hera. Deep — 
rooted plaaU are 4pidadly piolor- 
able to ahallow mm beeauae they 
penetrate into tbe aoll. In this way 
ulr and water find entrance especial- 
ly after the roota decay. Thus in 
a way every deep rooted plant la 
a aubsoller. It la aUo auppoaed 
that such plantn, especially when 
plowed under, tend to enrich tbe 
surtaeo aoU with Mtaah aad phoe- 
phoroaa from the •nbtoll, thua 
bringing tba anbalaaeaa within reach 
of the ahallow rooUd crops. Legume 
plania are more valnable for green 
manure than othor plants beeauae 
they not only add bumua but also 
use the nitrogen of the air which 
they add to the aoU. For this rea- 
aon lagumoB, if aeah ara adapted 
to particular locallly, where needed 
and can be aown at tba time de- 
sired should be groWn. Where it 
is not advisable to devote an en- 
tire season to the growth of a crop 
for green manuring, good results 
may often be obtained by growing 
catch crops between .cash crops. 

In Crittenden County we would 
recommend that yoa aae rye or peaa. 
Hye may bo aowa aa a eaub crop 
and tnraad uader la lha aprlag, for 
peas il la better to hog them down 
■ind then turn under the stems. 
Knough profit will be secured from 
Ihe bogs to more than pay for the 
seed and the profit to the soil will 
lie more than vou can imaxine 

llefore turning Under a green 
manure crop be aufV It la cut up 
liertectiy with a dtadt or Bimllar In- 
Htrument. Plowing aod laad may 
he said to be a apoeioa of greaa ma- 
nuring, and as aueh would bo la 
eluded In this clasa. 

Nitrogen and phoapherus are tbe 
two elementi that firat limit crop 
production here la our conntv I'hoa 
pborua may be added In tbe form of 
•eld a h oe hat a oc Ar-gaouad ruck 
sulphate bat it drwheager to add 
nitrngoB bjr growing tagnawa which 
are our best green manuring cropa.
